THE   READING   OF   SPEECH 

FROM 

THE     LIPS. 


I.  Reading  from  the  lips  is  accomplished  by 
practice  in  watching  the  lips,  tongue  and  teeth, 
also  the  throat,  chin,  and  expressions  of  the  face, 
in  the  formation  of  words  and  sentences. 

At  first  it  will  be  found  necessary  to  exagger- 
ate all  motions  of  the  mouth.  The  pupil  must 
practice  consonants  and  vowels  and  words  in 
which  they  occur.  It  is  necessary  to  do  this 
before  a  mirror,  observing  very  closely.  A  hand- 
mirror  is  most  convenient.  One  list  of  words 
practiced  several  times  daily  alone,  and  then  with 
someone  else  who  will  pronounce  distinctly,  that 
the  same  words  may  be  read  from  the  lips  of 
another  person,  will  prove  the  best  method. 
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II.     All  consonants  are  formed  — 

With  the  lips Labial ; 

With  the  tongue Lingual ; 

In  the  throat Palatal ; 

Or  by  hissing Sibilant ; 

And  by  emission  of  breath  ; 
Or  by  stoppage  of  breath. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  what  follows 
is  to  be  pronounced  very  plainly  and  exagger- 
ated. 


THE     CONSONANTS. 
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The  Consonants  are  — 

P,  B,  M,  LABIAL,  with  stoppage  of  breath.— 
Formed  by  closing  the  lips.  They  are  alike, 
except  that  if  P  occur  at  the  end  of  a  word 
you  cannot  form  it  without  opening  your  lips, 
and  M  and  B  you  can. 

T,  D,  LINGUAL,  with  stoppage  of  breath.— 
Formed  by  touching  the  tip  of  the  tongue  be- 
hind the  front  teeth  and  dropping  it.  They  are 
alike. 

N,  LINGUAL,  with  emission  of  breath.— 
Formed  by  touching  the  tip  of  the  tongue 
slightly  broadened  behind  the  front  teeth.  A 
final  n  can  be  held.  It  is  almost  exactly  like 
T  and  D. 

F,  V,  LABIAL,  with  emission  of  breath.— 
Formed  by  the  lower  lip  touching  slightly  under 
the  front  teeth. 
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W,  LABIAL,  with  emission  of  breath. — 
Formed  by  rapidly  opening  and  contracting 
the  lips. 

L,  LINGUAL,  with  emission  of  breath. — 
Formed  by  touching  the  tongue  to  the  roof  of 
the  mouth  just  behind  the  front  teeth  and  drop- 
ping it. 

R,  LINGUAL,  with  emission  of  breath. — 
Formed  by  rolling  the  tongue  against  the  roof 
of  the  mouth. 

S,  SIBILANT,  with  emission  of  breath. — 
Formed  by  forcing  the  breath  through  nearly 
closed  teeth. 

H,    with    emission    of  breath. —  Formed    by 

opening    the  mouth  and  expelling    the   breath 

from  the  throat.      There  is  some  movement  of 
the  chin. 
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C,  K,  G,  PALATAL,  with  stoppage  of  breath 
by  back  of  the  tongue. —  Formed  at  the  begin- 
ning of  a  word,  as  Come,  King,  Goes,  by  forcing 
the  breath  from  the  throat,  the  tongue  being 
elevated  in  the  centre  and  plainly  visible.  There 
is  some  movement  of  the  chin.  They  are  alike 
at  the  beginning  of  a  word,  but  C  alone  is  like 
S.  G  alone  is  formed  with  the  teeth  nearly 
closed. 

J,  LABIAL,  with  emission  of  breath. —  ch,  sh 
and  ge  at  the  end  of  a  word,  as  Charm,  Shank, 
Large,  have  the  same  appearance.  Formed  by 
forcing  the  breath  from  the  throat  through  the 
lips  pushed  outward. 

X,  PALATAL,  with  emission  of  breath. — gs 
and  ks  at  the  end  of  a  word,  as  Sags  and 
Whacks,  have  the  same  appearance.  Formed  by 
the  breath  forced  over  the  tongue  and  bringing 
the  teeth  together  without  touching.  There  is 
some  movement  of  the  chin. 
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Q,  PALATAL  AND  LABIAL,  with  emission  of 
breath. —  Formed  by  forcing  the  breath  from  the 
throat  through  the  lips  contracted. 

Z,  SIBILANT,  with  emission  of  breath. —  ds  at 
the  end  of  a  word,  as  adds,  has  the  same  appear- 
ance. Formed  by  forcing  the  breath  through 
the  teeth  like  S,  except  that  the  teeth  are  opened 
after  Z  and  not  necessarily  after  S. 

Th,  LINGUAL,  with  emission  of  breath. — 
Formed  by  the  tip  of  the  tongue  coming  be- 
tween the  front  teeth. 

These  should  be  practiced  first  as  single 
letters,  then  as  the  beginning  of  words.

IV.  The  Vowels  are  formed  by  the  back, 
middle  and  front  of  the  tongue,  and  with  the 
lips.  In  the  three  sounds  of  the  vowel  a  —  ah, 
as,  a,  the  tongue  is  depressed  for  ah,  the 
middle  is  visible  for  as,  and  only  the  front 
seen  for  a.  The  lips  take  three  positions  for 
vowel  sounds,  as  seen  in  oo,  oh,  aw.  In  oo  the 
opening  is  narrow,  in  oh  it  is  medium,  in  aw 
it  is  broad.  Many  vowel  sounds  cannot  be  dis- 
tinguished and  can  be  read  only  by  association 
with  consonants. 

Lists  of  the  long  and  short  sounds  only,  of 
e,  i,  o,  u,  are  given,  as  i  in  Sir,  and  e  in  Her  are 
not  easily  discerned  by  the  eye,  and  the  third 
sound  of  u  is  like  oo  in  book.

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VI.  As  the  pupil   becomes  more  expert  in 
reading,  the  teacher  can  gradually  speak  in  a 
more  natural  manner,  and  even  if  all  motions  of 
the  tongue  and  lips  are  not  separately  observed, 
previous  practice  will  enable  the  pupil  to  asso- 
ciate certain  appearances  with  certain  words,  and 
he  will  read  intuitively  the  motions  of  the  lips. 

VII.  Many  words  spoken  with  ordinary  rapid- 
ity differ  somewhat  in  appearance  from  the  same 
words  when  the  pronunciation  of  each  syllable  is 
given,  as  in  Mazarine,  Charlatan,  Gradual.     As 
soon  as  possible,  the  pupil  should  accustom  him- 
self to  the  more  rapid  pronunciation. 

VIII.  Many  words  which  look  alike  do  not 
necessarily  sound   alike,  as  Crater  and   Writer. 
Such  instances  will  always  be  a  source  of  per- 
plexity to  the  speech  reader. 

IX.  The   relating   of   any   incident   and  all 
ordinary   conversation,    also   reading    from   the 


;o 

newspapers,  is  excellent  practice  when  the  pupil 
is  well  advanced. 

X.  The  time  required  for  learning  to  read 
from  the  lips  will  depend  largely  upon  the  men- 
tal alertness  of  the  pupil.  Two  months  should 
show  very  marked  progress.  Constant  practice 
for  a  much  longer  time  is  the  only  means  of 
becoming  an  expert  Lip  reader. 

XL  The  following  list  of  Test  words  for 
Speech  Readers  is  taken  from  the  book  of  Pro- 
fessor Alexander  Melville  Bell  on  "  Speech  Read- 
ing and  Articulation  Teaching,"  and  is  here 
inserted  with  the  full  permission  and  by  courtesy 
of  the  author.  It  comprises  some  of  the  most 
difficult  words  that  the  Speech  Reader  will  have 
to  encounter,  as  there  are  no  labial  formations. 

In  the  definition  of  consonants,  that  part  which 
refers  to  Breath  is  taken  from  the  same  book.
